Expects  Cut 
In  Reserves 

SALT  LAKE  CITY— INS— Utah 
Gov.  George  D.  Clyde  says  the 
future  of  the  National  Guard 
does  not  look  good  because  of 
pledges  made  by  Army  Secre- 
tary Wilbur  M.  Brucker  to  re- 
duce the  size  of  the  Guard. 

Clyde  recently  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
erals Association  in  Phoenix, 
Ariz.,  along  with  Utah  Adjutant 
General,  Maj.  Gen.  Maxwell  E. 
Rich,  who  was  elected  president 
of  the  association. 

Clyde  said  he  advocated  main- 
taining the  strength  of  the  Guard 
aj  400,000  because  training  costs 
were  only  one  seventh  the  cost 
of  regular  army  training.  How- 
ever, he  said  Brucker  told  him 
he  had  pledged  to  reduce  the 
Guard  to  360,000. 

Clyde  said  he  had  asked  for  a 
careful  study  of  all  factors  in- 
volved before  a decision  to  make 
the  cut  is  made.  v

which  now  stands  at  4:22.5. 

Sprinter  King,  who  ran  the 
100-yard  dash  in  9.3  to  become 
co-holder  of  the  world's  record, 
may  have  some  trouble  chalking 
up  a new  meet  record,  only  two- 
tenths  second  slower,  set  at  :9.5 
by  Lloyd  LaBeach  in  1949.
